THE NATIONAL HOTEL DISEASE AT WASHINGTON. 


Dr. D. B. Reid who has examined the state of the atmosphere in 
numerous Hotels and other buildings in this country, and who had many 
opportunities of witnessing the condition of the National Hotel at Wash- 
ington, during the prevalence of the endemic there, makes the following 
remarks on this disputed subject. 

The National Hotel Disease at Washington, has been justly attributed 
to emanations from the drains which were of no ordinary character, and 
atfected numbers the moment they were exposed to them. No evidence 
whatever has been adduced to lead to the suspicion that it was in any 
way connected with a supposed attempt at poisoning, which the magpi- 
tude and sudden irruption of the endemic had led some excitable imagi- ~ 
nations to conjecture. But the reiterated assertions made lately as to 
the use of arsenic on the premises at thie time in question, should not be 
altogether disregarded. Even if no arsenic had at any time been dis- 
solved from accidental causes by the water in use at the Hotel, there are 
circumstances well known to those uainted with chemisty under 
which a most deleterious gas, phar tn hydrogen, would be developed 
in draining, and the presence of a minute portion of this in any 
emanations arising from them, might have given rise to all those pecu- 
liarities in the symptoms that attracted so much attention. Many in 
adverting to malaria from drains do not stop to realize the extent of the 
question at issue. The following extract from my “ Ventilation in 
American Dwellings,” published by Messrs. Wiley and Halsted, explain 
the views entertained on this point. In ventilating hotels and other 
buildings, accordingly, the exclusion of vitiated air from drains is always 
an object of more and more importance in proportion to their defects, 
and the accumulation of noxious gases and vapors. 

“ Let it be recollected that there are no deleterious gases that can 
“arise from the admixture of chemicals that may meet in obstructed 
“drains and sewers, that may not find their way into hotels, houses, and 
“ other buildings, as well as the products of putrefaction from animal 
“and vegetable matters. Sewers may discharge there the products 
“found at the distance of miles, particularly if they be trapped so aa to 
“ exclude the access of air in the streets. And who can estimate the 
“ emanations that may not proceed from such sources when they arise 
“ from chemicals discharged from a manufactory, an apothecary’s store, a 
“‘ paint shop, a telegraph office, or the poisoned remains of animals that 
“may have accumulated in the sewers? Further the very cement or 
“mortar may imbibe materials that discharge sulphuretted or arseniureted 
“hydrogen from compound mixtures on fermentation, or from the action 
“of an acid: and these find their way by a retrograde current in the © 
“drains and sewers to any building connected with them where the 
“drains have been injured, and the traps rendered ineffective.”

From “A Woman's Thoughts about Women.” 


One of the wisest and best among our English ethical writers, the 
author of Companions of my Solitude, says, d-propos of gossip, one 
half of the evil-speaking of the world arises, not from malice prepense, 
but from mere want of amusement. And I think we may even grant 
that in the other half, constituted small of mind or selfish in disposition, 
it is seldom worse than the natural falling back from large abstract inter- 
ests, which they cannot understand, upon those which they can—alas! 
only the narrow, commonplace, and personal. , 

Yet they mean no harm; are often under the delusion that they 
both mean and do a great deal of good, take a benevolent watch over 
their fellow-creatures, and so forth. They would not say an untrue 
word, or do an unkind action—not they! The most barefaced slanderer 
always tells her story with a good motive, or thinks she does; poles 
with a harmless “ bit of gussip,” just to pass the time away—the time 
which hangs so heavy! and ends by becoming the most tand mis- 
hievous tale-bearer under the sun. 
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Ex. gratiia—Let me put on record the decline and fall, voluntarily 
confessed, of two friends of mine, certainly the last persons likely to 
take to tittle-tattle; being neither young nor elderly; on the whole, 
perhaps rather “ bright ” than stupid; having plenty to do and to think 
of—too much, indeed, since they came on an enforced holiday out of 
that vortex in which London whirls her professional classes round and 
round, year by year, till at last often nothing but a handful of dry bones 
is cast on shore. They came to lodge at the village of X , let me 
call it, as being an “unknown quantity,” which the reader will vainly 
attempt to find out, since it is just like some hundred other villages— 
has its church and rector, great house and squire, doctor and lawyer 
(alas! poor village, I fear its fo doctors and two lawyers) ; also its small 
select society, where everybody knows everybody—that is, their affairs : 
for themselves, one half the parish resolutely declines “ knowing” the 
other half—sometimes pretermittently, sometimes permanently. Of 
course, not a single soul would have ventured to know Bob and Maria 





—as I shall call the strangers--had they not brought an introduction té 


one family, under the shelter of whose respectability they meekly placed 
their own. A very worthy family it was, which showed them all hos 
pitality, asked them to tea continually, and there, in the shadow of the 
pleasant drawing-room, which overlooked the street, indoctrinated them 
into all the mysteries of X , something in this wise : 

“Dear me! there’s Mrs. Smith; she has on that identical yellow 
bonnet which has been so long in Miss Miffin’s shop-window. Got it 
cheap, no doubt: Mr. Smith does keep the poor thing so close! Anna- 
bella, child, make haste ; just tell me whether that isn’t the same young 
man who called on the Joneses three times last week! Red whiskers 
and moustaches. One of those horrid officers, no doubt. My dear Miss 
Maria, I never do like to say a word against my neighbors ; but before I 
would let my Annabella go about like the Jones’s girls . . . . Bless my 
life! there's that cab at the corner house again—and her husband out! 
Well, if I ever could have believed it, even of silly, flirty Mrs. Green! 
whom people do say old Mr. Green married out of a London hosier’s, 
where he went in to buy 4 pair of gloves. What a shocking place Lon- 
don must be... .! But I beg your pardon, my dear ....” And so 
on, and so on. 

This, slightly varied, was the stock conversation, which seemed 
amply sufficient to fill the minds and hours of the whole family, and, in- 
deed, of every fatnily at X . 

Maria and Bob used to go home laughing, and thanking their stars 
that they did live in that shocking place London. Bob made harmless 
jokes at the expense of the unconscious household who, 








“Pinnacled dim in the intense inane,” 


could drop down, hawk-like, upon reputations, bonnets, and beaus. 
Maria gave vent to a majestic but indignant pity; and both hugged 
themselves in the belief that never, under any circumstances, could they 
sink to such a dead-level of folly, vacuity, spite. 

Weeks passed—rather slowly, especially when, of autumn evenings, 
they found themselves minus books, piano, theatre, concerts, society— 
in fact, in precisely the position of the inhabitants of X all year 
round, So, as daylight was less dull than candlelight, they used to rise 
at unearthly hours; dine—shall I betray the Goths?—at 11.30 a.m., 
take tea at 4 p.m., and go to bed as soon after dark as they could for 
shame. At last, from very dulness, Maria got into the habit of sitting 
at the window and telling Bob what was passing in the street, inter 
spersed with little illustrative anecdotes she had caught up, “ just as bits 
of human nature.” One, the stock scandal of the place, interested them 
both so much, that they watched for the heroine’s carriage every day 
for a week; and when at last Maria cried, “ There it is! ” Bob jumped 
up with all the eagerness of Annabella herself, and missing the sight, 
retired grumbling: ‘‘ What nonsense! I declare you're getting just as 
bad a gossip as anybody here!” (N.B—The masculine mind, in an 
accusative form, always prefers the second person of the verb.) 

“Well,” observed Maria, “shall I give up telling you any news I 
happen to hear?” 

*Oh, no! You may tell what you like. As the man said when his 
wife beat him—it amuses you, and it doesn’t harm me.” 

Finally—I have it from Maria’s own confession—coming in one after- 
noon absorbed in cogitations as to what possible motive Mrs. Green 
could have in telling Mrs. Elizabeth Jones she wished to call on her, 
Maria; and what on earth would be done if Annabella, whose mamma 
wouldn’t allow her even to bow to Mrs. Green, should happen to call at 
the same time—she was quite startled by Bob’s springing up from the 
sofa to meet her, with an air of great relief. 

“So you’re back at last! Well, whom did you see, and what did they 
say to you? Do sit down. and let’s hear all the gossip going.” 

“Gossip!” And meeting one another’s eyes, they both burst into a 
hearty fit of laughter, declaring they never again would pride themselves 
on being a bit better than their neighbors.

Orstxt anv “ Dr. Antonro.”—The following has appeared in an exchange 
of which we have forgotten the title: 

The Count Orsini, now under sentence of death for the attempt at tyran- 
nicide on the person of the French Emperor, is, as we are informed by an 
Italian gentleman in this city, the author,, under the assumed name of Ruf- 
fini, of those two charming works, “ Lorenzo Benoni ” and “ Dr. Antonio,” 
The fact—if it be a fact—lends an additional interest to his fate, and the 
works themselves furnish, in addition to the noble eloquence of Jules Favre, 
the advocate wno defended him at his trial, a key to his life, now consum- 
mated in the deed for which he is to die. That deed, involving as it did the 
lives of so many innocent persons, itis impossible to justify, impossible not to 
condemn. Yet compassion must strangely mix with the blame. Orsini had 
lived a life of patient long-snffering. Some of the best years of his youth 
were spent in the loathsome dungeons which tyrants build for men who are 
guilty of loving their native land. What wonder that the patient heart grew 
wild at last? Even in his last and worst deed, there is no taint of selfish- 
ness, Like every act of his life, it was for Italy. Through his whole career, 
in the works of his brain and of his hands, in his best works and actions, 
bright even in his faults and errors, burns with reconciling and redeem- 
ing light the intense and passionate desire for the freedom of his country. 
This it is that gives such pathetic power and beauty to his best known book, 
“Dr. Antonio.” Everywhere throughout its pages we meet the patriot 
spirit, watching, waiting, working, hoping, suffering for “ the day-dream of 
Italian liberty.” The whole life of Orsini seems to have been consecrated to 
this one aim and end, and a letter tothe French Emperor, beseeching him to 
liberate Italy, is the parting word as he glides from mortal eyes into the last 
dark, tremendous cloud. 


“ My God, not man, he must be shriven ; 
Men guess and grope ; God sees and knows! ” 


The library of John Matthew Gutch, who for many years edited Feliz 
Farley's Bristol Journal, and more recently distinguished himself as the editor 
of the “ Robin Hood Garland and Ballads,"—has been disposed of by the 
hammer of Messrs. Sotheby & Wilkinson. The library had been the hobby 
of upwards of fifty years, and was particularly rich in old ballads and the 
literature illustrating them. One collection of these, containing upwards of 
600 of the old Pennyworths, including several illustrating Shakspeare and 
Robin Hood, mounted in 3 volumes folio, sold for 302, 10s. Another collee- 
tion, formed about 1763, by Mrs. Judith Whitelocke, of Kintbury, Berks, 
sold for 62. 6s. A collection of Ballads, printed in 1723-25, in 3 volumes, 
brought 8/. 12s. There were many volumes of local Garlands, which averaged 
about 1/. 1s. each,—one series, consisting of 80, and containing several face- 
tious pieces, in 4 volumes, selling for 72. 10s. A Garland of Roses from the 
Poems of the Rev. John Eagles, made by Mr. Gutch, and of which he printed 
50 copies for private distribution at Worcester in 1857, brought 4/. 6s. Mr. 
Gutch was the schoolfellow of Coleridge and Charles Lamb, of whose writ- 
ings he possessed several in their autograph. A most interesting holograph 
Common Place Book of Coleridge sold for 62. 15s. Lamb’s “ What is an Al- 
bum” sold for 1/. 9s.,—and a Sonnet in his handwriting 1/. 18s, An original 
Portrait of Lamb, painted by Cary a short time prior to his decease, sold for 
224. A collection of Ten Initial Letters, cut from a Manuscript of the Four- 
teenth Century on aceount of their beauty, brought 49/. 17s. Another col- 
lection of Thirty-two Illuminated Capitals, in one of which was St. Peter 
wearing the Papal Tiara, 162. A collection of 103 Initials, cut from an an- 
cient Italian Choral Book, 422. A Gerard's Herbal with the arms of Charles 
the First on sides, having the autograph of the loyal Sir John Pakington, his 
adherent, sold for 122. 12s ,—and, according to report, was purchased by his 
descendant, the present First Lord of the Admiralty, to be replaced among 
the heirlooms of the family, to whom it is highly interesting as the parting 
gift of the unfortunate monarch to an ancestor who for his loyalty had his 
estates sequestrated and well nigh lost his life, having been indicted and 
tried for his fidelity to his Sovereign. An extensive Collection of Bristoliana, 
sold for 114. An Assemblage of Chattertoniana in 17 volumes for 13/. 15s. 
and other Chattertoniana in MS., including Mr. Dix’s Manuscript of 
the Inquest, which in a former number we clearly proved to have 
been a forgery, 4/. 10s. Mr. Gutch at one time meditated a Reprint, 
or at least, a Selection of the principal Works of George Wither, and for this 
purpose had devoted himself to procuring all he could lay hands on. These 
in the present sale brought higher prices than hitherto, Among these, & 
Version of the Psalmes in the autograph of the Poet, unpublished, sold for 
282. The published version, which is entirely different, brought 3/. 1s. The 
first edition of Abuses Stript and Whipt, 32. 6s. A Satyre dedicated to His 
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nilia, 1622, 71. The Sehollers Purgatory, in which Wither showed up the 
dishonesty of the Stationers’ Company, 4. 2s. Collection of Emblemes, 
51. 12s. 62. Dark Lantern and Perpetuall Parliament, 4/. 2s. The Modern 
Statesman, 2/. 16s. Westrow revived, one of the most interesting of Wigher’s 
works, as it contains much of his personal history, 6/. 2s. 6d. Suddain Flash 
discovering Reasons wherefore the style of Protector should not be deserted, 
gi. Cordial Confection, 34. 6s. Salt upon Salt, 14. 1s. Memorandum to 
London occasioned by the Pestilence, 3/. 3s. Divine Poems 1. 10s. There 
was also an original Portrait of the Poet surrounded by emblematical devices, 
and quaintly making his head a frontispiece to his Book of Emblems, which 

roduced 132. A few Autograph Letters of Cowper to Lady Hesketh con- 
cluded the sale, one of which, containing his well-known Poem, “The Dog 
and the Water Lily,” realized 127. Another is the name of his favorite Hare 
Beau acknowledging “ Received from my master on account current with 
Lady Hesketh the sum of one kiss,” ete., brought 2/. The total of the sale 
was, 1,8372. 28. 6d.— Atheneum.

Ticknor & Fietps publish “ Recollections of the Last Days of Shelley 
and Byron,” by E. J. Trelawny, who says: “The matter contained in this 
smal! volume concerning them is derived partly from notes taken and letters 
written at the time the events occurred, and partly from memory. 1 wrote 
what is now printed, not systematically, but just as the incidents occurred to 
me, thinking that with the rough draft before me it would be an easy, if not 
an agreeable task, to reunite the whole in a connected form; but my plan is 
marred by my idleness or want of literary dexterity. I therefore commit the 
draft to the printer as first written, in most admired disorder.” 


Dersy & Jackson have issued “ Narratives of Remarkable Conversions and 
Revival Incidents; including a Review of Revivals, from the day of Pentecost 
to the Great Awakening in the last century; conversions of eminent 
persons; instances of remarkable conversions and answers to prayer, 
an account of the rise and progress of the Great Awakening of 1857- 
8.” by William C. Conant, with an Introduction by Henry Ward 
Beecher. From the Introduction we extract: “The book which is here 
presented to the reader, does not pretend to any philosophical method, 
nor, indeed, has it any philosophic end in view. It neither proposes 
to group its materials around any theory or principle, nor to give the reader 
any elements of judgment by which he may measure and decide the value of 
the materials collected. It has just this merit: that it has collected from 
different sources, materials hitherto widely scattered, and often inaccessible 
to ordinary readers, and presented them in a compact form, at a reasonable 
price, to the common reader. This is all. There is no more rubbish, prob- 
ably, than will be found in any other approved religious reading. That 
there is a good deal of chaff; that many things narrated imply great mis- 
takes; that many things carry with them, either by statement or implication, 
mistakes and even sometimes untruths, cannot be doubted. That there are ex- 
aggerations ; that there are morbid experiences ; that there are special truths 
erected into general truths; that there are peculiar personal experiences, 
idiosyncratic, set forth authoritatively for the imitation of all men, is also un- 
deniable. But what then? Is there any field of wheat without straw and 
without chaff? What if it were better to give clean wheat, who, yet, knows 
how to winnow the recorded religious experiences of the world? There are 
few that could do it, however much they wished. There are fewer yet that 
would dare to do it, however able they might be. The world is very jealous 
of its religious ignorance, and embalmed mistakes are sacred as ancient idols. 
No man has ever carried a people one march nearer the promised land, with- 
out being in danger, repeatedly, of being stoned. No man has ever purified 
the life of an age, without substantially laying down his own for that sake. 
And there are few men that love their fellows as Paul did his, or who can 
adopt that highest expression of love ever uttered by human lips, ‘And / 
will very gladly spend and be spent for you, though the more abundantly I love 
you the less J be (oved’ And Paul himself, I think, only in moments of sub- 
lime intensity, could utter that other and climacteric desire, ‘ For J cou'd 
wish that myself were accursed from Christ, for my brethren, for my kinsmen 
according to the flesh !’” 


D. Arpteton & Co. issue “‘ The Every-Day Book of History and Chronol- 
ogy: embracing the Anniversaries of Memorable Persons and Events, in 
every period and state of the World, from the Creation to the Present Time,” 
by Joel Munsell. “ The object of this work, as will be seen, is to bring to- 
gether the great events of each day of the year, in all ages, as far as their 
dates can be ascertained, and to arrange them chronologically. 1t has been 
necessary to observe brevity in its compilation, in order to reduce it within 
a proper compass. Hence notices of the most eminent men are often con- 
fined to two or three lines, while individuals of less note have occasionally 
received more attention, on account of the absence of ready reference to 
them in books.” The work contains two indexes, one of the names of per- 
sons, and a general index, which will add much to its value. The same 
house also publish ‘ Cornell’s First Steps in Geography ;” prepared for the use 
of Primary Schools. 














C. M. Saxvon has got out “The Power of Grace; or, Incidents and Nar- 
ratives of Wonderful Conversions in Answer to Prayer; designed for Sab- 
bath-School teachers, pastors, and parents.” We extract the Preface: “If 
in the perusal of this volume, the hopes of the Christian shall be strength- 
ened, and his faith in the Gospel increased—if a spirit of consecration to his 
great and holy work be inforced into his mind, and he thereby be led to the 
exercise of greater faithfulness in leading the sinner to the Lamb of God, 
then will ‘this work fulfil its mission, and the prayer of its compiler be an- 
swered.

We have also received, though too late for 
effective notice, a specimen of Samuel Leigh Sotheby’s magnificent work, 
“Principia Typographica : the Block-Books, or Xylograpbie Delineations of 
Scripture History, issued in Holland, Flanders, and Germany, during the 
fifteenth century, exemplified and considered in connection with the Origin 
of Printing ; to which is added an attempt to elucidate the character of the 
Paper-Marks of the period.” This work, which had been contemplated b 
the late Samuel Sotheby, father to the author, is to be sold at auction in Lo 
don, May 5, by Sotheby & Wilkinson, There are only 250 copies of which 
220 will be offered, starting at the limit of £9. It is in 8 oy illustrated 
with above one hundred and tweuty plates, and the specimen before us as- 
sure rare excellence in typography.

G. J. Whyte Melville. The work has appeared in “ Littell’s Living Age.”
